Commissioner of Agriculture Mat S. 
Cohen has answered the card of Col. 
Woods Walker, regarding 'That Good 
Dog L,aw," which haa been aent to the 
newspapers for publication." Mr.' Cohen 
writes as follows: 

April 16, 1919 
My Dear Mr. Editor: — 

Complying with numerous Inquiries 
relative to an article which is now go- 
ing the rounds of the press over the 
signature of "TAX PATER," in which 
the author's views and interpretations 
are aired in auch a manner aa to con- 
vey the impreaaion that the Commis- 
sioner ofLA^ieuItare la alone reaponai- 
ble for the new Dog Law enacted by 
the 1918 session of the Kentucky Leg- 
islature, and that the motive which 
prompted the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture to get behind the enactment of 
such a measure was in order to In- 
crease the salary of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, as put by "TAX-PAY- 
ER," to the extent of $12,000 annually, 
all of which is so ludicrously false and 
mi.-ileadlng that I am forced to reply to 
•TAX PAYER" through the same med- 
ium, and will ask those papers having 
published "TAX PAYER'S- article to 
please giVe the same consideration to 
the State- OepartnNnt of Avriealtare 
and publlah over my signature tUa re- 
ply. 

I am advjaed that during the fall of 
1917 the NatiOBal- Wool Growers' Asso- 
ciation wrote to SOOO farmers in Ken- 
tucky, askins them if they had 
on their farma, if ao, bow 
not. why not. 

To this something like 2.400 replies 
were to the effect that they did not 
have any sheep on their farms, that 
when ewea were worth %t and $4 per 
head they could afford chances 
with the doff. but aince atoek ewea had 
become worth $10 to tl2 per head 
with no restrictions earthly with the 
dot?, they felt thpy could not afford to 
take the chancf of producing sheep 
with the dog conditions remaining as 
they were. 

Statistics show that in 1860. the year 
before the Civil War, when Kentucky's 
population was only 1.155.684 people, 
Kentucky possessed two million and a 
half (2,500,000)sheep. while there were 
only 442,000 sheep in the Stete. 

When this Information waa conveyed 
to Mr. Richard Stephenson, prealdent of 
the Kentucky Sheep Breeder's Associa- 
tion, Lexington, Ky. realizing the great 
shortage of sheep not only in Kentucky 
hut America, and further acknowledg- 
nf? the imperative need and crying de- 
mand for the greatly increased supply 
of meat, wool and hides. Dr. Stephen- 
."on Issued a call to the farmers and 
others interested in the sheep industry 
of this state to meet at Lexington, Ky.. 
'uiuary 28, 1918, for the purpose of 
^king th.e necessary steps toward in- 
creasing the sheep production of this 
state, and the required protection to 
the induat^^ ' . , 

Prior to the meetlner of Jantiary 28, 
and after several conferences" of the 
Kentucky Sheep Breeders' Association, 
tentative draft of a dotr law was 
drawn and submitted to tho.xe present 
at the meeting on that date, which, af- 
ter some amendments by a committee 
appointed by the Kentucky Sheep 
Breeders' Association, the 1918 Kentuc- 
ky Legislature crystallzed Into law the 
.\ct now known as the Doer Law, and 
amonp its many provisions the one that 
seems tp peeve "Tax Payer" most is 
that provision placing the general en- 
forcement of same under the Commis 
sioner of A^rlcultnre, and allowing the 
Commiaaloner of Agrlcultme 5' per 
cent^of the total - amount collected for 
llcenaes in the various coantleae of 
Kentucky to be uaed by the Commis 
sioner of Agriculture for the general 
enforcement of the act, 

T^ere waa Ifever any question in the 
minds of the committee who drafted 
this act other than that the local or 
county enforcement of same should be 
placed In the hands of the sheriff, and 
realizing that many of the sheriffs 
have as their deputies men who are 
prospective candidates for sheriff, and 
being desirous of removing the general 
enforcement of the act as far from |my 
local political influence as possible, and 
reallElng that the live stock. Industry 
of the state is a large part and parcel 
of the agricultural indnetry of the 
state, the committee selected by the 
Kentucky Sheep Breeders' Aaaodation 
to draft the law placed tiM tliHuaaliliii 
forcement of same under the Oduilkts- 
sloner of Agriculttu-e 

The Act provides, among other 
things, that the assessor or tax com- 
missioner shall receive 10 cents for

Much confusion and complaint is 
being caused by the new war tax on ' 
soft drinks, and some of the old-time 
''dope" fiends are threatening to quit 
their favorite beverage becanae they 
are compelled to "dig up" an extra cent 
for each "shot-" The tax went <m with- 
out warning On May lat. ' Five and ten 
cent drinks or diahea of ice cream are 
taxed one cent, while the 15 or 20 cent 
drinks are taxed 2 cents, and the taxes 
will be collected from the purchaser 
unless the soda fountain keper choos- 
es to reduce hia prices to include the 
extra tax Item. 

Drinks which are taxable when mix- 
ed and aold at the fountain for o<wi- 
sumptlon on the premisea Orange- 
meade, lemonade, pineapple Juice, coca- 
cola, root beer, moxle, phosphates, fruit 
and flavoring syrups, mixed with car- 
bonated water or plain water, milk 
shakes, cream and egg shakes, ice 
cream, sodas, sundaes, ice cream sand- 
wiches, flavored Ices. 

These drinks are not taxable. Hot 
beef tea, coffee, tea, buttermilk, milk, 
hot chocolate, hot clam broth, tomato 
buillion, and bottled drinks sold direct 
from the .container. Sejtarate manu- 
facturers taxes are imposed on drmka 
of the latter claaa. Ice cream la not 
taxable when aold In eontalnera to b* 
carried away from the aelUag place to- 
be eatm. Ice cream ooaes are tazabtar 
Bromo-aeltaer. rodi aalta, and aimilar- 
medicinea often ''aerved at aoda foun- 
tains are not subject to tax. 

Soft drink stands or push cart en- 
terprises are subject to tax, but res- 
taurants or other places serving Ice 
cream or soft drinks as an incidental 
fea,ture of the business are not requir- 
ed to pay the tax. Church "social.-^" 
and clubs are < .xeiiipt. but booths at 
county fairs, circuses or ball gomes 
must collect the tax.

L/^cal holders of royalty interests in 
the big Wells heir tract in Lce'county 
were gl-atified to have their division 
sheet flnisheo up the past week under 
the able handling of Attorney O. 
Murray Smith. It has now Kone into 
the Indian Reflnins Company and it 
is expected that the owaaK^:irill aoon 
begin to recelye some fat checks, as 
there Is said to.be an immense sum in 
the royalty fnnd, representing almost 
a year's drilling. There are ilow some- 
thing like 65 or 75 wells on the 1440 
acres . and the production is about 
1.000 barrels of oil a day or $2,600 a 
day. and the lease is not a sixth drilled 
in as yet. So it can be seen that the 
Madison county men who have Inter- 
ests in this have some splendid pros- 
pects before them. Kight- new wells 
were brought in during the past week 
by the Petroleum Exploration Com- 
pany, which is operating this big lease. 

W'ell No. 20 on the Hudson and Col- 
lins Fred BU>ne, in'^hich local parties 
are also interested, was reported in 
and as good for 100 barrels of oil per 
day. 

Lincoln county continues to attract 
attention of oil men. The Interior 
Journal said last week of the "gush- 
er" that was brought in there: 

The drill was again applied to the 
great well on the John Wells farm 
Thursday and 2 more leet of the oil 
sand penetrated. A great flow of 
oil was produced and it came to the 
top so rapidly that it was almost im- 
possible to keep it baled out.

as soon as enough tanks can be bailt^ 
to save the oil. As stated befor.e the' 
oH is of q. vcr^ fine variety and com- 
mands a much higher price In the mar- 
kets th.m the ordinary oil found in Es- 
till ani other fields. It contains a 
great percent of pasoHne and is so in- 
flammable as to make it dangerous to 
be about it with a ligted match or cig- 
ar. \V. 11 No 2 on the Wells farm will 
}.r .«om<* il.SO feet north of the well No. 
1 nnd much interest is manifested as to 
what it will be. If it is anything like 
as good as the first well. Mr. Wells' 
dream' that he had sold nla farm for. 
.'o.noo may omm to pass before an- 
ther week of the present month rolls 
around.
